Seven men 
have met their deaths in the ring. That 
geome rules should be made to end the kill- 
ings in the ring .is acknowledged by all. 
What these rules should be the Post-Dis- 
patch has asked the best living authority 
on prize fighting, John L, Sullivan. His 
answer follows: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch.

First—The referee should stop the fight 
when it's easy to see that one of the men 
ls unable to defend himself any more. The 

referee should order the strong man to his 
corner, and see that he goes there. If this 
been done in 8t. uls that fellow 
would not have been killed 
- Seconc—Examinations o the fighters 
shoul! made a week or more before the 
ht 8 a good yan, and again on 

e night of the fight. 

Third—Seconds or club doctors should not 
be allowed to give “dope” to a man when 
he is almost out. Whisky or brandy is all 
right, but strychnine and such drugs make 
the knockout a lot worse when it comes.

ee THE VERDICT. 


We find that the deceased came to 
his death on the 14th day of Decem- 
ber, 1899, at about 10 o’clock p. m. at 
the Fourteenth Street theater from 
congestion of the brain due to concus- 
sion. Said injury was due to a fall, 
striking his head on the floor from a 
blow received at the hands of Fred 
Bellerson at about 9:45 o’clock Decem- 
ber 14th, 1899, at the Fourteenth 
Street theater, while engaged in a con- 
test with gloves (8 ounces), under the 
auspices of the St. Louis Athletic Club 
and that his death was without felon- 
ious intent. Verdict—homicide. 


RESULT OF VERDICT. 


After the verdict was rendered all 
who were arrested at the fight were 
rearrested and taken back to Four 
Courts to awit action by the Prosecu- 
ting Attorney. Their names are: Fred 
Bellerson, Neise’s antagonist, of Wal- 
nut Park; Joseph Cappels, timekeeper, 
4050 Page avenue; Louis N. Norteman, 
second, 2718 Dayton street; William 
Clark, alias “Belfast Chicken,’’ pro- 
prietor of the St. Louis Nataiorium, 
Nineteeth and Pine streets; Price Law- 
son, colored, second, 1519 Chestnut 
street; William Zachritz, second, 2818 
Cherokee street; Charles Fitzgerald, 
second, Sixth and Elm streets; Charles 
W...- Whitney, ‘5r,---manager,” 1405 
Washington avenue; Tim Hurst, ref- 
eree, Lindell Hotel.

Bellerson was at one end of the row, 
nearest the witness chair. His appearance 
was typical of his calling. He looked the

LONDON, Dec. 16.—A hastily sum- 
moned meeting of the Cabinet was held 
at the Foreign Office this afternoon for 
the purpose of dealing with the war 
crisis. | 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—Gen. Sir Red- 
vers-Buller himself now acknowledges a 
defeat by the Boers in his effort to force 
a passage at the Tugela. His loss of men 
is not stated, but in retiring he left be- 
hind 11 guns, 10 of which will be service- 
able to the Boers, 

Sunday Gen. Gatacre met defeat on 


the south. 

Monday Gen. Lord Metheun met de- 
feat on the west. 

Friday Gen. Buller, the Commander-in- 
Chief, “ritet défeat on the éast. 

Gen. Sir George White is still be- 
leaguered and in a bad way with wounded

So much for a week of disaster to Brit- 
ish arms in South Africa, 

London is aghast, dazed, and grim at 
the crushing news. The loss of Cape 
Colony and all South Africa may well be 
feared, 

Gen. Buller reports a “serious reverse.” 
His advance to Ladysmith is paralyzed. 
Gen. Hart's brigade was driven back with 
heavy loss from one ford of the Tugela 
River. Gen. Hildyard’s brigade got to 
Colenso. 

Two hatteries and six naval guns got 
into action only to find themselves 
targets for a galling fire at close range 
of the Boer riflemen. Nearly all the 
horses were killed. With great gallantry 
the men stgiggled to save their guns, 
but only two could be brought off. 

Ten guns were abandoned and another 
was wrecked by a Boer shell. 

Hildyard’s brigade had to retire, but 
in good order. 

Lord Dundonald’s mounted troops, 
with Barton’s brigade, were kept busy re- 
pelling a vigorous Boer attack on the 
right flank. 

The day was intensely hot and trying. 

Gen. Buller reports heavy losses, but 
has sent no figures. He has retired to 
his camp at Chieveley. 

Meanwhile the Boers bombard Lady- 
smith furiously. 

London got the news at midnight, and 
anxious men and women crowded the 
War Office. The military critics declare 
the reverse most serious and the situation 
an anxious one. 

Fifteen transports are due to arrive at 
Cape Town between Dec. 17 and Jan. 
8 with 15,000 troops of all arms, but un- 
less Gen. Buller is able to renew the at-

BULLER’'S WHOLE LINE BEATEN 


General Admits That He Moved “In 
Full Strength” and Suffered Seri- 
ous Reverse at All Points. 


LONDON, Dee. 16.—No news has been 
received from Gen. Buller this morning, 
and it is still impossible to even estimate 
the probable loss of the British In the ef- 
fort yesterday to cross the Tugela River. 
Gen. Buller’sa report, however, shows 
clearly that the movement was of a gen- 
eral character, that practically his whole 
army was employed, that his troops were 
repulsed at every point, that his losses— 
as the report admits—“were heavy," and 
that instead of being able to flan the 
Boers, as has all along been supposed to 
be his Intention, the Boers nearly drove 
in his own flank. The capture of ten guns 
by the Boers is considered as disagtrous 
as is the large loss of Hfe. Buller’# first

“Buller to Lansdowne: Chieveley Camp, 
Dec. 15, 6:0 p. m.—I regret to report & 
serious reverse. I moved in full strength 
from our camp near Chieveley at 4 o’dlock 
this morning. 

“There are two fordable places in the 
which he did, and his leading regiment, the 
East Surrey, occupied Colenso Station and 
the house near the bridge. 

“At that moment I heard that the whole 
artillery I had sent to support the attack— 
he Fourteenth and Sixty-fitth field batteries 
and six naval 12-pound quick-firers, under 
Col. Long—had advanced close to the river 
in Long’s desire to be within effective range. 
It proved to be full of the enemy, who sud- 
denly opened a galling fire at close range, 
killing all their horses, and the gunners 
were compelled to stand to their guns, 


Some of the wagon teams got shelter for 


troops in a donga, and desperate efforts 
were being made to bring out the fleld 


guns. 

‘The fire, however, was too severe, and 
only two were saved by Capt. Schofield and 
some drivers, whose names I will furnish. 

“Another most gallant attempt with 
three teams was made by an officer, whose 
name I will obtain. Of the 18 horses 13 
were killed, and as several drivers were 
wounded 1 would not allow another at- 
tempt, as it seemed that they would be 
a shell mark, sacrificing life to a galiant 
attempt to force the passage. Unsupport- 
ed by artillery I directed the troops to 
withdraw, which they did in good order. 

“Throughout the day a considerable force 
of the enemy was.pressing on my right 
flank, but was kept back by mounted men 
under Lord Dundonald and part of Gen. 
Barton's brigade. 

“The day was intensely hot and most 
trying on the troops, whose conduct was 
excellent. We have abandoned ten guns 
and lost by shell fire one. 

‘The lorses in Gen. Hart's brigade, I 
fear, are heavy, although the proportion 
of severely wounded, I hope, is not large. 
The Fourteenth and Sixtieth field bat- 
teries also suffered severe losses. 

“We have retired to our camp at Chie- 
veley.”’

The office of the express company on 
the lower floor, where the falling cage 
struck, looks like it had been hit by a bomb- 
shell. he wooden front of the elevator 
shaft is torn from the floer to ceiling. One 
end of the elevator platform rests on the 
floor, while the other end is buried in the 
basement. 

Drussiant is a driver for the Bettle Man- 
ufacturing Co. He conveyed some clocks 
to the express office Saturday morn- 
ing for the Sempire company. Moore 
heiped him load them on the 
electric freight elevator and the men 
started the machine. Drussiant was pull- 
ing the guide rope. When they had reached 
the third floor the lower platform or floor 
of the cage parted from the upper beam 
that holds it. Instantly thé floor shot to the 
basement. 

Drussiant cried out, but clung to the rope. 
Moore stood in the back part of the cage 
and when it passed the first floor he 
jumped. His hands caught the narrow win- 
dow sill that lights the shaft and he clung 
to it. He was relea by employes of the 
express company, who then went to the 
basement and brought the unconscious 
Drussiant to the main office. 

A doctor was summoned by the Sempire 
company and Drussaint was revived and 
sent home. It is known that he is internal- 
ly x ured, how badly the doctor could not 
state 


The elevator is run by electricity and the 
machinery apparently perfect. It was ex-

Former Senator 
Edmunds announced that he would appear 
for those who remonstrated against the 
seating of Mr. Quay and that he had, as 
coadjutors, Hampton L. Carson and George 
Wharton Pepper. 

W. J. Brennen, an attorney of Pittsburg, 
arnounced his appearance for the Demo- 
cratic members of the Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature, and that he had associated with him 
James A, Stranahan. 

In the course of his opening argument, 
Mr. Elkin contended that a sovereign State 
was at all times entitled to full representa- 
tion in the Senate according to the spirit 
and letter of the . constitution.

DAVIS ACCIDENTALLY 
SHOT A BOY. 


TRAGEDY ON THE EAST SIDE.

Little Andrew Jashmer Killed—Coron- 
er Held the Slayer Until He Could 
Make an Investigation. 


Philip Davis shot and killed 6-year-old 
Andrew Jashmer, son of Baptiste Jashmer, 
riday evening, at the boy’s home, 142 
Church street, East St. Louis. Both are 
negroes. 

Davis has been a boarder at the Jashmer 


|}home four years and was engaged to 
marry Mary Jashmer, the 18-year-old 
daughter. 

Omicer Kratzmeyer arrested Davis im- 
mediately after the shooting. He had not 
tried ta escape and was found weeping 
over the dead child and cr on the boy 
to speak. Davis says the killing was ac- 
cidental, but Coroner Schildroth decided to 
send him to jail to await the action of the 
grandjury that meets in Belleville Jan. 2. 

There were two witnesses to the kill- 
ing—Jessie Jashmer, aged 8, and a younger 
brother of Davis. The Coroner held Davis 
on the testimony of the little girl, who said 
that Davis was enraged because the dead 
boy had threatened to tell his mother that 
the men were drinking beer in the house. 

“I'll kill you,” she asserts Davis threat- 
ened. That one sentence caused the Coro- 
ner to hold Davis for the grandjury. 

Davis came from Neeleyville, Mo. He has 
worked in East St. Louis many years and 
has a good character, the police say. He 
is about 23 years old. 

“I wouldn’t have hurt the Hil’ boy for the 
world,”’ Davis said Saturday morning. “* 
was fond of the kid and uster ride him 
around the house'’on my back and make 
rabbit traps for him. An’ I was going to 
marry his sister next spring, but now she'll 
hate me, I have been boarding with Jash- 
mer’s for four years, ever since I've worked 
at the Malleable Iron works. All the family 
liked me and Mrs. Jashmer uster joke me 
an’ (Mary ‘cause we were sweethearts. 
Thursday night I worked and didn’t get 
home till 7 o’clock Friday morning. Mr. 
Jashmer was away an’ I stayed up fixin 
the stairs for Mrs. Jashmer till 9 o’clock. 
was steeping on a pallet near the stove in 
the middie room when Charley, my brother, 
come in, about 1 o'clock. He stirred me up 
and says: ‘I want’er scare the folks down 
to my house. Let me have your gun.’ ‘It’s 
in the trunk,’ T said. He opened the trunk 
and got the gun. 

“Charley shook the cartridges out and 
laid the gun on my bed. Then we sent out 
for some beer, When Charley got back I was 
playing with the gun. He set the beer on

I went 
in, with the revolver still cocked in my 
hand, for I had been showing Charley how 
to let the hammer down.

The implied censure upon my official action 
contained in your resolution is unjust and 
un founded. 

My uniform course hae been to enforce col- 
lections of fines and forfeitures in all in- 
stances in which the interests of justice re- 
quired. I have never remitted any fine. and 
have granted stays of execution oniy for 
limited perlods and on unimpeachable securi- 
ty. Forfeitures have only been set aside 
in cases where after forfeiture the principals 
in the forfeited recognizances have been 
brought into the court and all costs attend- 
ing the forfeitures have been paid. 

ivery fine not pald or secured by stay 
bonds now in force has been followed by 
commitment of the defendant to the Work- 
house or House of Refuge. Every forfeiture 
not set aside as above has been followed by 

rocess of enforcement. This action has been 

d under my personal direction. 

The Governor of the State has remitted a 
few fines and forfeitures impos in the Court 
over which I preside, under representations 
which satisfied him as to the propriety of such 
action. An examination of the records will 
disclose ‘that there has been collected in the 
St. Louis Court of Criminal Correction during 
the first year of my inecumbency more money 
as proceeds of fines than in any two years 
previously, all of which money has been or 
ewill be turned over to your honorable board. 

The laws of this State provide an ade- 
quate system of taxation, the application of 
which is largely in the hands of the Board 
of Exincation, whereby the schools of this city 
may be properly supported. 

A large portion of the community do not 
contemplate with satisfaction the mental pic- 
ture of the great State of Missour! hovering 
over the haunts of crime, with talons out- 
stretched, plucking from corruption the sub- 
stance with which to feed her children upon 
the @eweets of education.

Internal Revenue Agents Directed to 
Prosecute Where Wilful Violation 
of Law Is Found. 


Special revenue agens, under instructions 
from the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue at Washington, have been visiting bro- 
kers during the last month to ascertain 
whether the special Government licenses 
which they are required to pay have been 
posted conspicuously at their place of busi- 
ness.

ASSISTANT DIRECTOR FRED 4H. 


Conference of Census Officers Called for 
the Southern Hotel, St. Louis, 
Next Wednesday. 


Frederick Howard Wines of Washington, 
D. C., Assistant Director of the Census. is 
registered at the Southern Hotel. He comes 
to St. Louis to arrange for a meeting of 
the District Census Supervisors of Missouri 
and Southern Illinois in this city next 
Wednesday. 

This meeting will be held at the South- 
ern Hotel and will be attended by all the 


Missouri men and five of the Lilinois su- 
pervisors. Mr. Wines will give the dele- 
gates their final instructions about ways 
and means in: proceeding in making the 
enumerations that have been intrusted to 
thelr care. 

The policy of the Census Bureau, Mr. 
Wines says, ts to put itself in touch with 
ite supervisors and that this may be done 
in a profitable way, a series of meetings 
has been arpengee. Mr. Wines has been in- 
structed to hold these preg He will 

n this work in the West in St. Louis 
and will follow the meeting in this city with 
others in Springfield and Chicago. 

Mr. Wines ranks next to Director Mer- 
riam in the Census Department. He} was 
a tinted to this position by President/Mc.- 

inley and confirmed by the Senate.| At 
that time he resided in Springfieh, | Iil.. 
where he had been acting secretary of the 
State Board of Charities of Lllinois for B® 
years, but since his appointment he/| has 
taken up his residence in Washington. 

He taiked of the census and the plans 
of the bureau to the Post-Dispatch, Satur- 
day. He said: 

“The taking of the census will not be- 
gin until June 1, 1900, but we are busy get- 
ting ready for it. It is a tremendous task 
to prepare for a census of a country as 
large and as populous as the United States 
amd that we may be ready at the time the 
work should begin, we are very busy now. 
We are engaged at present in preparing our 
blanks and ecting our clerical force. 
After those tasks are done, littie will re- 
main to put the department in readiness 
for the enumeration of the population. 

“Director Merriam has prepared his esti- 
mate of the expense of making the census. 
He places it between $8,000, and $9, 
000 and will ask this Congress for the 
propriation of that sum. e last Cong 
appropriated $1,000,000 to pay for the 
liminary work, but, of course, that is 
included in our estimate. 

“We are going to cover our work next 
yeir more rapidly and more efficiently than 
the ‘bureau handled the census ten years 
ago. We have a larger force of cierks, 
a new building and an improved system of 
counting. The law allows us 2000 clerks, 
which is a much larger force than the de- 

artment had at the preceding census. 

hese clerks will be nominated by the 
Senators and Representatives on a plan of 
apportionment according to population. 
Politics will play no part in assigning nom- 
inations, Democratic members coming in 
for equal shares with the Republicans. 
The only restriction will be an examina- 
tion as to competency, arranged by the 
bureau. All nominees who can pass this 
examination will be given positions. The 
impression was, when the law first passed, 
that these clerks would be appointed by the 
director, without regard to residence. The 
result was that we had over 2000 applica- 
tions for positions from residents of Wash- 
ington. The apportionment for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was 10. 

“Our new building, which bas accom- 
modation for 3000 clerks, has just been 
completed and we are now moving into it. 
It will give us space enough to do our 
counting work according to our ideas of 
speed. There have also been vast improve- 
ments in our counting machines, and we 
hope to give our final report to the public 
on the census within six months after the 
enumeration is completed. The actual work 
of taking the census will scone? 30 days. 
About 50,000 emiimerators will be engaged 
in the work, and we estimate that each one 
will handle 1500 names. It will take five 
months for our office clerks to prepare the 
reports for the automatic courting machine 
eards and enother month will be consumed 
in running the cards through the ma- 
chines. We hope to be able to announce 
complete results by Jan, 1, 1901. The re- 
ports of the last sensus were not issued 
until eight years after the enumeration 
hand been made. We will issue our re- 
ports complete within two years afier the 
counting has been finished. 

“While I am talking about our census 
plans, I want to say a complimentary word 
about Supervisor Higgins of St. Louis. 
The Department at Washington considers 
that it has no better and more efficient man 
on its staff than he. The interest he has 
noe in his work is pleasing his supe- 
riors.”’
